Retreated Through Smamps. 


Washington, May 
25—[Special] — 


Gen. Otis cabled the war department 
this morning that the insurgents' loss 
was sixty-six killed and a large number 
wounded and captured in 
yesterday's 


engagement. The American loss was 
two killed and thirteen wounded.

JFunston's troops saved themselves from 
destruction by retreating through the 
swamps. 
. Manila, May .25.—'Thirty Filipinos 
/were killed and over sixty wounded in 
the "battle which, took place Wednes- 
day-morning between the American 
forces and the insurgents at Santa 
Arita," one mile north of San Fernando. 
The Americans lost one man.

•About 9 o'clock the Filipinos opened 
fire upon the outposts of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur's 
command.. The "American 


ecouts fought bravely, and held the na-

Gen. MacArthur at the head of two 


lattalions of the Montana regiment, 
and Gen. Funston leading two battal- 
ions of the Kansas regiment, two guns 
Irom the Utah battery, one Hotchluss 
' and one Gatling gun, hurried to the 
assistance of the outposts. 


The insurgents were occupying the 


trenches which they had'previously 
vacated at the fall of San Fernando. 
The Kansas troops deployed to the 
right, while the Montana soldiers went 
to the extreme left. •• .The artillery was 
left in the .center of the line. 


The Filipinos made an obstinate re- 


sistance. 
Finally they attempted to 


retreat, but "found themselves flanked 
by tbe Kansas troops. Gen. Funston 
charged his men and drove the insur- 
gents right over into the fire of the 
. Montana 
volunteers. 
Finally 
they 


•escaped from this fearful fire, but they 
•left their" dead and wounded where 
they had dropped on the battlefield. 


Besides the 
killed 
and wounded, 


ninety were made prisoners, while over 
100 stands of arms were captured, hav- 
ing been dropped by the natives in 
their wild flight from the Americans' 
fire.

In the case of a personal injury ac 


tion, for instance, under this law the in- 
jured party must go before, the council 
with thei claim before a suit can be 
brought.

It -was into a. large and handsomely 


fitted retail grocery establishment, re- 
splendent with mirrors,

and that is saying a great deal. But 
he is a liar. I would 
never 
know 


where he was spending the time after 
the way he has deceived me;" and 
judging by Mr. P 
's facial expres- 


sion and- voice, he uttered the words 
wife a sad heart—a fair prospect and 
success, which seemed so well assured, 
suddenly extinguished by a falsehood.

"Anybody who undertakes to paint 


a portrait of a woman, especially a 
middle-aged woman," said a popular 
New Orleans- artist to a New Orleans 
Times-Democrat reporter, "is confront- 
ed by two horns of a dilemma. 
His 


subject will 'not be satisfied unless she 
is flattered, and her friends and fam- 
ily will not be satisfied unless the like- 
ness is faithful. Knowing that the lat- 
ter are certain to be called in to pass 
judgment on the work, the poor paint- 
er is placed in a trying position. Long 
experience, however, has taught me a 
way out of the difficulty. Most artists 
try to compromise, and succeed in dis- 
pleasing both sides. 
I do nothing of 


the sort, but go ahead calmly and make 
my lady as beautiful as possible. 
She 


is sure to be secretly delighted, but is 
usually a little dubious. She knows in 
her inmost heart that the picture flat- 
ters her, and she dreads the criticism 
which "she feels instinctively it will re- 
ceive. Of course the canvas is prompt- 
ly condemned by the family and such 
inmates as are invited to inspect it.and 
they intimate pretty strongly that the 
portrait is better looking than the 
original. Then I play my trump card. 
'Madame,' I say, 'we do not always 
look alike. 
-Sometimes we are at our 


best, and sometimes, pardon me, we are 
at our worst. When one sits for a por- 
trait one wishes', naturally, to be per- 
petuated . at one's best. Anything else 
would be folly. 
This is a perfect like- 


ness of you at your best. 
I 
have 


transfixed your exact expression at a 
moment of high spirits and animation 
—in short, when you were entirely 
yourself. Of course, it is thus you wish 
to be' remembered. Your friends seem 
to prefer you when you are depressed 
or indisposed. I will leave you to de- 
cide which view is the more sensible.' 
That never fails to carry the day. Slie 
is a little nettled, anyhow, by the can- 
dor of the crtics-. and gladly embraces 
my theory—which, by. the way, has a 
good deal of solid truth in it. I have 
ceased painting 
portraits , now, and 


don't mind throwing this out as a hint 
to the. youngsters."

DISBANDMENTOF CUBANS. 


Brooke'a Orrter for Payment of Men ami 


Surrender of Arms. 


Havana, May 25.—Gov.-Gen. Brooke's 


order governing the distribution of the 
$3,000,000 to the Cuban troops was pub- 
lished Wednesday. The clause in ref- 
erence to arms is as follows: 


"The arms and equipments .of the 


Cuban soldiers will be turned over to 
the civil governors 01- alcaldes of the 
municipalities,, either at the place of 
residence of the soldier or at the place 
of payment, by the United States offi- 
cer in 'charge. 
Said civil governors 


and alcaldes are hereby charged with 
the proper storage and care of the 
arms -until they .can be collected for 
storage in the Cuban arsenals at Ha- 
vana and Santiago, as -already ar- 
ranged. Receipts will be given to the 
soldiers for arms turned in, and the 
civil governors and alcaldes will for- 
.ward to headquarters a report of the 
number in their charge." 


' Gen. Brooke is confident that the sol- 
diers will turn in their arms, and has 
so caibled to President McKinley. He 
has also cabled that he believes that 
Gen. Gomez is acting in good faith, and 
he urges that consideration be shown 
the Cubans.
